The price of fruits to the con- 
sumer ha* oftentime» been so high 
that many housewives could not afford 
to lay In a winter's nupply of canned 
fruits, while at the tame tim* th* 
price received by the giowera for their 
product* have been so low that the 
fruit industry ha* hardly been s. pay- 
ing businee^. Th* result ha* been that 
many fruit growers have started t« 
pull up their tr««s and devote their 
land* to the mor* ordlnarj- farm prod- 
uct*.

According' to marketing expert? of 


fruit* who have had the management 
of the large rf.nwer*1 cooperative in- 
stitution* in California and the north- 
west., the price of fruit to the con-_
